Herbert C. Hoover Outlines

Washington, June 17.—Herbert C. 
Hoover outlined tonight his plans for 
enlisting the nation’s housewives. as 
actual members of the food adminis- 
tration and appealed to them to join 
him in the fight for the conservation 
mea@ures and the elimination of waste. 
The women will be enrolled during a 
period of registration from July 1 to 
July 15, through the Council of National 
Defense and the state defense councils. 

Mr. Hoover is proceeding at the di- 
rection of President Wilson, who, with- 
out waiting for congress to enact the 
administration food bills, directed him 
to proceed with organization of the 
food administration insofar ae it con- 
templates assembling volunteer effort. 

“As requested by the president,” says 
his statement, “we ask every woman in 
the United States engaged in the per- 
sonal control of food to register for 
actual membership in the food admin- 
istration, thus entering directly into 
the national service. We shall later 
on ask various classes of men like- 
wise engaged in food preparation and 
distribution to. also volunteer to the 
national service in their various 
banches. 

“We must enter a period of sacrifice 
for our country and for democracy. 
Many must go into battle, but many 
can only remain at home. The world’s 
food supply is short and many must 
suffer. We have the major burden of 
feeding the whole world. Food must 
be managed and transported in our 
own country and to our allies in such a 
way as to get the most out of it, Those 
who remain at home can also help and 
can ‘fight by helping the fighter flacht.“ 
and can ‘serve by saving.’

In a statement given the Associated 
Press Mr. Jenkins graphically described 
the record-breaking attack and told of 
his sensations during the rain of de- 
struction from the sky. 

“It was our first time under fire, and 


Jit reminded me of a Missouri cyclone,” 


he said, “except that the sun was shin- 
ing in a clear blue sky over a placid 
sen. 

“As the shells were crashing around 
us and houses were caving in I found 
myself humming a long-forgotten tune, 
doubtless subconsciously sag arg en 
with old days. Two other men in ou 
party independently testified that r 
also began singing. 

Most people took to the cellars. Had 
I known there was a cellar handy I 
should have followed, for soon I found 
myself alone on the leas overlooking 
the sea, where I had gone at the first 
cry of ‘Zepps.’ When I rushed out of 
our house by the seaside I could see 
nothing for the glare; neither, appar- 
ently, could others. 

“Suddenly two little girls cried, 
There they are.“ Then I saw them, two 
airplanes, not Zeppelins, emerging from 
the disc of the sun almost overhead. 
Then four more, or five, in a line, and 
others and others, all like bright silver 
insects hovering against the blue of 
the sky. The heavens seemed full of 
them. 

Like Shrill Siren of Oar. 

“Then the air was split by the whistle 
and: rush of the first bomb, which 
sounded like the shril) siren of a car. 
This was followed at once by a detona- 
tion that shook the earth. I heard no- 
body shriek, weep or cry aloud, 

1 glanced in the direction of the 
shell burst, a hundred yards away, and 
the debris was still going up like a 
column of smoke. Then came two more 
strokes, apparently in the same spot. 
Then three other bombs fell. I after- 
ward found the missiles wrecked the 
C— hotel and wounded our motor 
driver. 

“Then another. bomb demolished the 
Manor house by the sea. Two others 
now fell in the water behind me and 
the gravel and mud and water spouted 
up in a geyser to the top of the cliffs 
where I stood. Later I learned that 
one of these shots tore off a leg of a 
little boy playing with his sister.

Washington, June 17.—Every means 
of stimulating business should be used 
now, says President Wileon in a let- 
ter to E. P. V. Ritter, of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Exchange of New 
York city, made public today.

This is not 
only not a time to allow any slowing 
up of business, but is a time when 

every sensible process of stimulation

The food administra- 
tion wishes now to have as members 
all of those actually handling food in 
the home. ! 

“On receipt of the pledge we will 
send out 1 instructions and 
a household tag to de hung in the 
window. This insignia of the food ad- 


Iministration will consist of the na- 


tional shield, surrounded by heads of 
wheat, and we hope to have the shield 
displayed on every home in the United 
States. 

“We have the promise of support 
from many hundreds of women’s or- 
ganization in the recruiting of our 
membership, and the women's commit- 
tee plan to take upon themselves much 
of the responsibility for this work. We 
feel confident that all the women’s 
organizations in the country will fall 
in with the president’s request and ac- 
tively organize and support our cam- 
paign. As time presses we will need 
all such agencies to have their plans 
of campaign for pledging with the 
state councils of defense before July 1. 

Six General Principles. 

“We have six general principles of 
instruction: 

“First. To save the wheat. If we 
eat as usual from our harvest this 
year we will have little more than 
enough for our own supply, but we can 
divide with our allies if each individ- 
ual make some sacrifice; by eating at 
least one wheatless meal a day, sub- 
stituting corn bread or other cereals. 

“Second. We want to save the meat, 
for our cattle and hogs are deécreas- 
ing, and we must send to our allies, 
so we wish every householder to buy 
less, to serve gmaller portions, and to 
allow no waste. 

“Third. We wish to save the fats. 
We consume three times the fats that 
are necessary for nutrition and we 
need them now for war. We wish no 
butter used in cooking; we want less 
butter served on the table; we want 
less lard, bacon and other pork prod- 
ucts used. 

“Fourth.

ne Mississippi Sent to Bot- 
| tom About 145 Miles From 


Brest - One Member of the 
Crew Lost. | 


New York, June 17.—News of the de- 
struction of the big French freight 
steamship Mississippi by a German sub- 
marine, with a loss of one of the mer- 


chantman’s crew,. was brought here to- 
day by officers of a British freight 
vessel that arrived from a French 
port. 

The Mississippi, of 6,677 tons gross, 
was torpedoed and sunk about 145 miles 
out from Brest, France, on June 2 
according to officers of the British ship, 
which rescued 47 officers and seamen 
from open boats. They had been afloat 
only a short time. : 

The British officers refused to dis- 


d felose the details of the sinking as re- 


lated to them by the French crew. 
The only sailor lost was drowned while 
the crew was taking to the boats. The 
British ship landed the survivors at 
Fayal, Azores. 
The Mississippi, owned by the Gener- 
al Trans-Atlantic Steamship company, 
of Havre, was last reported in marine 
quarter as having arrived at New Or- 
leans on March 31 from Havre. She 
was in regular trade between those two 
ports. . : 

A news wireless dispatch in New 
York last November from Berlin alluded 
to reports declared to have been pub- 
lished in French newspapers to the 
effect that the Mississippi had sighted 
and fired upon a German submarine 
without scoring a hit in the English 
channel on November 8 while On a 
voyage from New Orleans. The Berlin 
dispatch said the U-boat “never before 
or after the attack attempted to mo- 
lest the liner,” and the incident was 
cited by Germany as “furnishing con- 
tradiction to the affirmation of the 
entente governments that the arma- 
ments of merchantmen are for defen- 
sive purposes.” 

At that time the United States was 
considering the status of entente arm- 
ed merchantmen in relation to their 
right to enter American ports.

THE MOVIES AND MORALS. 


Surprising as it may seem, considering 
the bellicose nature of the times, our for- 
eign commerce statistics show that Europe 
is buying more motion picture film from 
America than ever before. 

This line of trade seems, in fact, to be 
on the increase as the war drags on its 
wearisome length, indicating that Europe 
finds more and more in the motion picture 
a means of diversion, surcease from heart- 
ache and relaxation from the long strain and 
horgor. 

But it seems that with the increasing 
demand for volume of picture film comes 
also a growing demand for an improvement 
in the moral tone of the American product. 

At any rate, so states the American vice 
consul, David C. Kerr, stationed at Birming- 
ham, England, who in a recent report nott- 
fied the sécretary of commerce that “the 
only recommendation offered by renting 
agents as to any improvements desired in 
American films is a request for ‘less of the 
sex problem.“ 

Coming from continental Europe, which 
we are prone to regard as blase and rather 
more loose in morals than we, and whénce 
our own vices in most part are traditionally 
supposed to have come, this strikes home 
to us in the nature of a somewhat scathing 
indictment of our own morals. 

“We are so habituated to seeing inde- 
cent plays, suggestive ‘movies’ and women 
in scant drapery,” comments one of our 
leading financial publications, with refer- 
ence to the suggestion from European film 
agents, that we have lost the proper sense 

proportion morally.”

requires comparatively little raw material, 
and it gives employment to thousands of 
workers from the rougher to the highest 
grades of skill and talent; it distributes 
money through all its stages, and ſt is worth 
encouraging. If its perpetuation on the up- 
grade, then, is contingent upon an elevation 
of the moral tone of our product, for the 
sake of the industry—leaving the more 
really important element of morality itself 
out of the equasion—by all means let: us 
elevaté it; and let us tone it down to a point 
where our bleeding cousins across the sea 
will be fully satisfied. 

And while we are thus pleasing the 
aesthetic tastes of Europeans, giving them 
clean amusement amid the tortures of war, 
we shall also be performing a distinct serv- 
ice to ourselves! 

“Less of the sex problem” comes as a 
mighty fine message from peoples which 
have undergone what those of Europe have 
undergone since summertime three years 
ago; and it indicates that, as they are suf- 
fering, war is also making them cleaner, 
truer and better in tastes and moral be- 
havior!

“UNITED STATES ACCEPTS WAR ROSS 


SO THAT DEMOCRA CY MA Y TRIUMPH” 


—REV. DAVID THOMAS. 


Rev. David Tuomas, ftarian, pastor of 
the First Congrexational church of Sheboy- 
gan, Wis., preached a remarkable sermon 
Sunday morning in the Ponce de Leon Meth- 
odist church, in which he likened the action 
of the United States at the present time to 
that of the Prophet of Galilee; who, he 
stated, was a real and the first Rotarian. 

Dr. Thomas spoke of Christ allowing him- 
self to be nailed to the Cross rather than, 
be disobedient to duty. He gave “Service, 
Not Self,” the first consideration. And, com- 
ing down to the present time, he stated that 
at the beginning of the European, now the 
world war, Belgium was given just twélve 
hours by the greatest military power the 
world has ever known in which to make 
the greatest decision in its history, one 
destined te be one of the greatest decisions 
of the world’s history. 

He said, “On one hand was the promise 
of integrity of the kingdom and indemnity, 
prosperity uninterrupted, physical life and 
material comforts—and immortal dishonor 
and everlasting infamy! On the other hand 
a studied and efficient devastation of the 
country, death for thousands of its sons and 
daughters, starvation, poverty, exile and de- 
portation into slavery for the best of her 
eitizens,.- 


“Belgium must make its choice in twelve 
hours. And Belgium chose the Cross, as 
did the Galileean. Belgium was obedient to 
duty though a cross blocked the way. And 
through those days of 1914 the Belgians 
fought and died cheerfully, religiously, 
patriotically, and gave their little to hu- 


. 


manity, liberty, democracy and Christian civ- 
ilization. : 

“During tHe first week of April, 1917, 
there appeared in the heavens of history an- 
other constellation made up of a hundred 
and six million stars. This new constella- 
tion is known as the United States of Amer- 
ica, whose emblem is the Stars and Stripes, 
the banner made spotless in tlie blood of 
martyrs to the cause of world democracy, 
which {fs world peace. The United States 
has chosen the Cross rather than sacrifice 
honor, rather than turn a deaf ear to duty, 
to civilization, and to humanity. The United 
States accepts the cross of war that democ- 
racy may be triumphant in the world. 

“If sever the dollar-mark stained Old 
Glory it, is being washed away today—and 
our sons and daughters will rejoice in our 
work, even as we rejoice in the work of our 
fathers! Our great government has accepted 
the Cross that lay on the road to its duty, 
and 106,000,000 citizens ‘have rigen to its sup- 
port, each claiming the privilege of making 
the cross his: own.” 

Dr. Thomas stated that the motto of Ro- 
tary—‘‘Service, Not Self’—was embodied in 
the song of the Herald Angel, “Peace on 
Earth, Good Will to Men,” and that is 


what the United States is fighting for to- 


day and will fight for until victory has 
brought democracy to all the world.

“Pomeroy Burton’s career can be attrib- 
uted to the most intense capacity for hard 
work. He has always been a worker from 
the time he left his home in Ohto back in 
the early nineties to take a job in the com- 
posing rooms of the Brooklyn Eagle until 
today, when his work with that of. Lord 
Northcliffe has put Lloyd-George at _ 
helm of Great Britain's government. 

“When he was a young man he started in 
to work as a linotype operator. His record 
at the keys still stands unsurpassed in New 
York. After a few months with the type 
he became foreman of the press rooms, then 
a reporter, then city editor of The Bagle, and 


then met Burton for the first time.

‘The ef- 
fect was about what a German air raid 
would be now. The initiative element of 
American journalism made the sober-jowled 
Britishers sit up and take a few observa- 
tions. They realised that a newspaper could 
be a moving force, rather than hurl out & 
‘editorials.’ 
The erstwhile dignity of the house of lords 
was terrifically punctured. Just as he al- 
takes root, for a 
while Burton became the huge push in 
English journalism, and the declaration of 
war found him the master of the policy’ of 
all of the Northcliffe publications—with the 
/proprietor generally approving everything 
he did. Burton began to get into some pro- 
prietor work himself, and is now the sec- 
ond largest stockholder of The Mail.”
